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WHY  THE  JOTJRNAL  IS  LATE. 

The  best  of  us  cannot  prevent  some  things  from  happening. 
This  statement  is  true  with  regard  to  the  fraternity  Journal.  We 
ask  the  pardon  of  the  fraternity  at  large  for  combining  the  December 
and  March  issues  but  it  has  become  absolutely  necessary  this  time.

which  is  not  yet  settled. 


REPORT  OF  THE  INTER-FRATEENITY  CONFERENCE

Description  and  Personnel 

The  Seventh  Annual  Inter-Fraternity  Conference  met  at  the 
University  Club,  New  York  City,  November  27th,  at  ten  A.  M., 
and  concluded  its  session  at  three  P.  M. 

The  University  Club  building  on  Fifth  Avenue  is  a  fine, 
marble  building,  with  all  the  modern  appointments,  and  was  an 
ideal  meeting  place  for  the  Inter-Fraternity  Conference.  Hearty 
thanks  was  due  the  University  Club  for  their  courtesy  in  extend- 
ing to  the  Conference,  the  use  of  its  facilities,  and  these  thanks 
were  cordially  expressed  by  the  Conference. 

There  were  thirty-four  fraternities  represented.  One  hun- 
dred and  nineteen  delegates  were  in  attendance  and  ten  visitors — 
a  total  of  one  hundred  and  twenty-nine,  which  made  it  the  largest 
inter- fraternity  conference  so  far  held. 

As  one  studied  the  faces  of  the  officers  and  delegates  present, 
he  was  impressed  with  the  fact  that  these  were  men  of  affairs 
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who  had  taken  time  from  the  duties  of  professional  life  and 
their  business  offices  to  attend  this  Conference.  It  would  be  hard 
to  estimate  the  sacrifice  of  time  and  money  for  the  sake  of  college 
fraternities  that  was  represented  by  the  men  in  attendance.  Many 
of  them  came  from  considerable  distance  to  attend  the  meeting. 
The  writer  deemed  it  a  rare  privilege  to  meet  and  talk  with  men 
who  were  busy  with  the  affairs  of  life,  and  yet  had  time  to  take 
a  personal  interest  in  the  young  men  of  the  colleges  of  America. 
]\Tany  of  these  men  are  giving  considerable  time  to  the  affairs  of 
their  own  fraternities  in  addition  to  the  larger  interests  of  the 
inter-fraternity  conference. 

Significance  of  the  Conference 

This  is  the  first  of  these  inter-fraternity  conferences  that  the 
writer  has  been  privileged  to  attend.  As  some  of  our  readers 
know,  he  has  been  in  the  Far  East  during  the  last  seven  years, 
and  has  been  unable  to  keep  in  close  touch  with  fraternity  move- 
ments in  the  United  States.  His  interest  in  fraternity  matters 
has  not  been  able  to  reach  out  beyond  the  affairs  of  our  own 
fraternity,  and  even  there  has  been  limited  to  the  reading  of  the 
Journal,  and  the  writing  of  one  or  two  articles.  With  that  back- 
ground for  judging  the  significance  of  this  Conference,  he  was 
tremendously  impressed  with  its  influence  and  significance.  Ten 
years  ago  the  fraternities'  represented  manifested  a  spirit  far  from 
fraternal  in  their  relationship  one  with  another.  Jealousy,  rivalry, 
unjust  criticism  and  other  unpleasant  features  characterized  the 
relations.  As  a  result  of  seven  years  of  these  inter-fraternity 
conferences  the  whole  situation  has  been  changed.  While  it  is 
inevitably  true  that  there  should  still  linger  some  of  the  old  time 
feeling  between  local  chapters,  and  perhaps  a  little  of  it  in  the 
International  Conference,  yet  the  whole  spirit  of  the  Conference 
was  one  of  mutual  confidence  and  sympathy.  This  great  change 
is  perhaps  the  most  significant  feature  of  these  conferences. 

The  group  spirit  of  the  college  fraternity  has  been  severely 
criticised  as  being  narrow  and  undemocratic.  It  must  be  remem- 
bered that  in  the  development  of  the  individual  there  comes  nat- 
urally the  time  in  youth  when  the  group  spirit  develops  and  is 
expressed  in  the  gangs  of  the  street,  in  the  clubs  of  educational 
and  religious  institutions.  In  reality,  this  development  of  the 
group  spirit  is  the  broadening  of  the  sympathies  and  interests  of 
the  individual.  He  is  coming  to  recojjnize  himself  as  a  part  of 
society,  though  that  part  may  be  a  small,  select  group,  with  ideals 
and  interests  similar  to  his  own.  It  is  through  these  group  in- 
fluences that  his  sympathies  are  broadened,  and  the  larger  human 
interest  is  cultivated.  The  present  inter-fraternity  conference  was 
a  remarkable  demonstration  of  the  fact  that  the  narrow  human 
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interest  of  the  early  college  fraternity  group  has  broadened  into 
a  larger  consciousness  of  common  interest,  and  of  a  common 
end  to  be  attained  among  Greek  letter  fraternities  by  working 
together.  The  Conference  signified  also  the  vital  relationship 
between  the  alumni  members  and  the  heads  of  various  educational 
institutions,  the  active  members  of  the  fraternities  and  the  homes 
from  which  these  active  members  come.  These  are  four  impor- 
tant factors  in  our  American  life.  In  the  Conference,  business 
and  professional  men  were  engaged  in  discussing  ways:  and  means 
of  working  together  with  educational  leaders  and  parents  of  un- 
der-graduate  members,  for  the  up-building  of  the  character  of  the 
large  body  of  active  members  in  the  chapters  of  our  fraternities 
throughout  the  country.  One  does  not  need  a  very  strong  imagi- 
nation to  see  the  far-reaching  influence  for  good  or  for  evil  of  this 
inter-fraternity  conference.  It  approximates  one  of  the  best  fea- 
tures of  early  Spartan  education,  by  which  a  man  became  per- 
sonally responsible  for  the  education  and  character  of  the  Spartan 
youth  whom  he  chose  as  his  favorite. 

It  is  evident,  therefore,  that  it  would  be  much  to  the  advan- 
tage of  the  local  chapters  of  the  dififerent  national  fraternities  to 
keep  in  touch  with  the  workings'  of  the  Inter-Fraternity  Confer- 
ence, and  in  that  way  form  acquaintances  and  friendships  that 
will  make  available  the  experience  and  influence  of  the  alumni 
members  of  the  fraternity.  This  is  probably  the  best  place  to  ex- 
plain that  this  report  will  not  attempt  to  give  in  full,  the  work- 
ings of  the  Conference,  because  it  was  generally  agreed  that  a 
copy  of  the  full  printed  minutes  of  the  Conference  should  be 
placed  in  every  chapter  house  of  the  fraternities  represented.  The 
writer  simply  points  out  in  this  article,  some  of  the  main  features 
of  business  transacted,  and  passes  on  to  the  members  of  the  fra- 
ternity who  could  not  be  pres'ent,  some  of  the  impressions  which 
he  received  from  the  meeting,  and  recommends  a  careful  reading 
of  the  minutes  of  the  Conf'^rence  when  they  shall  have  been  re- 
ceived by  the  chapter.  It  will  be  well  for  the  local  officers  to  give 
special  consideration  to  such  features  of  the  report  as  have  par- 
ticular local  interest,  and  bring  them  up  at  a  certain  time  for  gen- 
eral discussion  by  the  chapter. 

Business  Transacted  at  the  Conference 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  Chairman,  Mr.  Jas. 
B.  Curtis,  and  business  was  taken  up  in  the  order  of  the  program 
that  had  been  prepared  by  the  Executive  Committee.  The  Chair- 
man presented  his  annual  report,  which  was  carefully  prepared, 
and  which  he  read  to  the  Conference.  He  pointed  out  some  very 
important  matters  pertaining  to  the  relation,  between  Greek  letter 
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fraternities  and  State  legislation,  and  the  necessity  of  conducting 
a  campaign  of  education,  in  order  to  prevent  unfair  discrimination 
against  fraternities. 

The  Secretary,  Mr.  Henry  H.  McCorkle,  then  presented  his 
report,  as  also  the  Treasurer,  Mr.  O.  H.  Cheney.  These  reports 
will  be  printed  in  full  in  the  minutes  of  the  Conference.  Since 
the  minutes  of  the  session  of  1914  had  been  printed,  these  were 
not  read  at  this  session. 

The  next  order  of  business  was  the  report  of  Standing  Com- 
mittees. The  Committee  on  Local  Inter-Fraternity  Councils  re- 
ported encouraging  progress  in  the  organization  of  local  inter- 
fraternity  conferences'.  The  Committee  felt  sure  that  these  con- 
ferences helped  greatly  to  improve  the  relationships  between 
chapters  of  different  fraternities  in  our  colleges  and  universities. 
It  was  pointed  out  that  it  is  better  to  call  these  local  organizations 
"conferences"  rather  than  ''councils."  The  idea  is  that  the  word 
''council"  implies  more  authority  vested  in  the  local  organization 
than  the  local  chapters  are  willing  to  grant. 

The  Committee  on  Obligations  of  Graduate  Fraternity  Men 
toward  their  Under-Graduate  Fellows  reported  through  Mr.  O. 
H.  Cheney.  The  report  was  rather  long,  but  contained  a  great 
deal  of  interesting  information  on  this  point.  I  shall  not  attempt 
to  report  instances  given,  but  would  summarize  the  Committee's 
report  as  a  very  strong  presentation  of  the  opportunities  which 
the  graduate  fraternity  man  has  for  helping  his  young  brothers. 
It  was  characterized  by  the  spirit  of  service,  and  the  instances 
recorded  showed  the  real  value  of  the  services  rendered  in  char- 
acter-building among  the  under-graduate  fellows.  As  I  listened 
to  the  reading  of  this  carefully  prepared  document,  I  was  more 
impressed  than  ever  before  with  the  far-reaching  influence  in 
our  national  life  of  the  Greek  letter  fraternities,.  The  report  also 
emphasized  the  importance  of  human  sympathies  in  all  our  rela- 
tionships with  life. 

The  Committee  on  Chapter  Organization  presented  a  very 
comprehensive  report  of  forty-three  pages  of  printed  matter,  and 
was  submitted  by  Mr.  Oscar  Rogers.  This  report  covers  such 
subjects  as  the  care  of  the  chapter  house,  conduct  in  the  chapter 
houses  finance  of  the  chapter,  scholarship,  student  activities,  dis- 
sipation, penalties,  and  central  government — topics  of  perennial 
interest  to  the  local  chapter.  It  is  evident  that  a  number  of  chap- 
ters of  dififerent  fraternities  are  not  well  organized,  and  their 
usefulness  is  greatly  decreased  as  a  result.  The  whole  matter  of 
chapter  organization  was  felt  to  be  so  important  that  it  was  de- 
cided to  publish  a  book  of  suggestions  on  chapter  organization. 
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This  will  not  be  published,  however,  until  the  next  Conference, 
but  a  committee  has  been  appointed  to  prepare  the  material,  and 
make  its  report  at  that  time. 

Professor  Francis  W.  Shepardson,  University  of  Chicago, 
read  a  short  but  very  interesting  paper  on  scholarship  standards, 
in  which  he  said  that  the  response  of  the  fraternities  to  the  call 
to  raise  our  scholarship  standards  has  been  an  agreeable  surprise 
to  the  leading  educators  of  the  country.  This  hearty  and  effectual 
response  has  placed  the  fraternities  in  a  permanent  place  in  our 
system  of  education.  It  is  worthy  of  note  that  whereas  a  few 
years  ago,  scholarship  qualifications  were  scarcely  mentioned  in 
electing  men  to  membership  in  the  fraternities,  now  it  has  come 
to  be  the  conventional  and  regular  thing  in  talking  of  prospective 
and  graduate  fraternity  men  to  mention  first  their  scholarship 
qualifications. 

Impressions 

A,s  stated  above,  the  writer  has  been  absent  from  this  country 
for  a  number  of  years,  and  he  finds  himself  more  easily  impressed 
by  facts  and  ideas  as  he  tries  to  readjust  himself  to  life  in  his 
native  land.  He  was  deeply  impressed  by  the  spirit  of  co-opera- 
tion and  mutual  helpfulness  as  shown  by  the  way  in  which  so 
many  important  matters  were  settled  with  little  or  no  discussion 
or  opposition.  The  Chairman  did  not  give  much  opportunity  for 
debate,  and  his  "lawn  mower  methods"  of  conducting  the  busi- 
ness of  the  Conference  apparently  aroused  more  amusement  than 
objection  or  resentment.  It  was  surprising  to  see  how  many  im- 
portant matters  were  willingly  entrusted  to  the  judgment  of  the 
Executive  Committee.  The  writer  has  already  mentioned  the 
far-reaching  influence  of  the  Conference,  and  he  only  emphasizes 
it  again  to  introduce  a  thought  which  was  strongly  borne  in  upon 
him  as  he  listened  to  the  reports  and  discussions,  and  related  them 
to  some  tendencies  in  modern  education  which  have  developed 
during  these  last  seven  years.  It  should  be  noted  that  the  result 
of  opposition  to  fraternities  in  different  parts  of  the  country  has 
been  to  strengthen  the  fraternities,  to  arouse  them  to  a  sense  of 
responsibility  for  their  share  in  training  young  men  for  citizen- 
ship, to  require  higher  standards  of  scholarship  and  character  for 
membership,  and  to  become  generally  more  efficient.  It  is  unfor- 
tunate, however,  that  we  had  to  wait  until  a  protest  and  oppo- 
sition forced  these  improvements 

'  There  has  been  for  some  time,  a  marked  tendency  to  criticise 
our  public  schools  and  schools  for  higher  education  because  of 
their  failure  to  prepare  the  students  for  the  practical  duties  of 
life.  The  reaction  against  the  older  method  has  expressed  itself 
in  establishing  vocational  schools  and  industrial  schools.     It  is 
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pretty  generally  agreed  that  our  educational   system  must  find 
ways  to  train  our  young  men  and  women  more  effectively  to  meet 
the  demand  of  the  every  day  life.    It  seems:  to  the  writer  that  the 
fraternity  has  before  it  a  splendid  opportunity  for  cooperating 
in  making  this  important  and  necessary  change  in  general  educa- 
tional work.     This  opportunity  presents   itself   in   the   practical 
problems  and  duties  of  chapter  organizations.     It  was.  stated  in 
the  Conference  that  many  chapters  failed  in  this  matter  because  of 
the  inexperience  and  inability  of  the  active  members  to  deal  with 
these  practical  problems  of  their  every  day  life  in  the  chapter. 
The  writer  would  ask,  why  did  they  fail?  whose  fault  is  it?     If 
by  the  time  they  have  reached  the  third  or  fourth  year  of  col- 
lege, the  young  men  are  so  inexperienced  and  incapable  that  they 
cannot  manage  the  business  affairs  of  the  chapter,  what  do  they 
expect  to  do  when  they  get  out  into  the  business  world  ?    It  seems 
to  be  a  powerful  indictment  against  the  efficiency  of  our  whole 
system   of   training.     The   fraternity's   opportunity   then   lies   in 
generously  and  effectively  supplementing  this  lack  in  our  present 
educational  system  by  requiring  and  encouraging  our  local  chap- 
ters to  regard  the  duties  of  chapter  life  as  a  privilege,  and  as  a 
means  of  better  fitting  them  to  meet  the  problems  they  will  have 
to  meet  after  their  graduation.     I  would  like  to  see  the  leaders 
of  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon,  together  with  other  members  of  the  Na- 
tional Inter-Fraternity  Conference,  take  a  foremost  position  in 
this  general  tendency  to  make  our  training  for  young  men  and 
women  more  practical,  and  to  the  active  members  I  would  com- 
mend the  work  of  the  chapter  in  its  different  phases  as  one  of  the 
best  preparatory  schools  for  after  life. 

The  Editors'  Banquet 

Trough  the  thoughtfulness  of  Brother  W.  L.  Phillips,  and 
the  kind  invitation  of  Mr.  F.  F.  Rogers,  the  writer  had  the  pleas- 
ure of  attending  the  Editors'  Banquet  in  the  evening.  We  were 
invited  to  the  historical  Salmagundi  Club  on  Twelfth  Street.]  In 
these  quaint  and  interesting  surroundings,  forty  of  us  gathered 
about  a  beautifully  decorated  table,  in  the  centre  of  which  was 
fixed  a  miniature  lake,  lighted  by  small  electric  lights  and  sur- 
rounded with  ferns  and  flowers. 

At  the  head  of  the  table  sat  the  veteran  in  fraternity  work, 
W.  Raimond  Baird,  Beta  Theta  Pi,  who  acted  as  toast  master  at 
the  request  of  Mr.  Rogers  our  host.  Around  the  table  were  other 
well-known  editors  of  fraternity  publications,  and  men  promi- 
nently associated  with  fraternity  work.  We  sat  down  to  the 
banquet  about  eight  o'clock,  and  the  party  did  not  break  up  until

12:30.  Some  who  had  other  engagements  left  before  that  hour, 
but  the  majority  remained,  Hstening  to  speeches,  and  discussing 
questions  related  to  fraternity  work. 

The  writer  did  not  feel  qualified  to  take  part  in  discussions 
bearing  on  the  present  problems  of  fraternity  work,  but  listened 
with  eager  interest  to  the  remarks  of  those  who  were  directing  the 
work  today.  It  was  interesting  to  note  that  the  editors  were  still 
discussing  the  same  problems  that  had  worried  Brother  Phillips 
and  the  writer  during  the  earlier  days  of  our  fraternity — ques- 
tions of  the  chapter  letters,  how  to  get  them  in  good  form,  and 
the  question  of  alumni  subscriptions,  and  the  financial  manage- 
ment of  fraternity  publications.  These  questions  are  apparently 
still  live  issues  with  our  editors,  and  the  successful  answer  to 
them  will  be  found  only  by  hearty  co-operation  of  the  active 
members  and  the  alumni  members  with  our  editors  and  business 
managers.  There  were  two  or  three  subjects  of  particular  inter- 
est that  were  discussed  which  the  writer  would  like  to  bring  to 
the  attention  of  our  editors  and  active  chapters. 

The  first  is  the  question  of  life  subscription  to  the  Journal. 
One  fraternity  has  an  arrangement  by  which  the  active  members 
pay  a  fee  of  $2.75  a  year,  which  includes  the  subscription  for 
that  year,  and  at  the  end  of  four  years,  provides  for  life  sub- 
scription to  the  magazine.  At  death,  the  $10  is  transferred  to  the 
Permanent  Endowment  Fund.  The  interest  on  these  life  sub- 
scriptions and  the  advertising,  together  with  the  contributions 
from  the  fraternity,  meet  the  current  expenses  of  the  publica- 
tion. It  is  believed  that  it  will  not  be  many  years  until  the  income 
from  the  first  two  sources,  together  with  the  regular  subscriptions 
of  the  active  members,  will  meet  the  publication  cost.  It  was 
found  that  other  fraternities  had  been  working  on  the  same  idea 
with  slightly  different  plans.  The  writer  is  not  familiar  enough 
with  the  business  management  of  our  own  journal  to  speak  with 
authority,  but  he  was  impressed  with  the  desirability  of  our  sup- 
porting some  such  plan  as  soon  as  possible.  For  the  graduate 
members  who  are  settled  in  life  with  some  degree  of  certainty, 
it  is:  easier  to  get  $10  for  a  life  membership  than  it  is  to  get  $1.50 
collected  each  for  ten  years,  and  I  am  inclined  to  think  that  the 
total  income  of  the  business  management  would  be  larger  in  the 
long  run  than  it  is  by  our  present  method.  This,  by  the  way,  is 
simply  a  suggestion  for  the  consideration  of  those  who  are  dealing 
immediately  with  the  question  of  providing  a  fund  for  publish- 
ing the  Journal.  The  writer  extends  his  heartiest  sympathy  to 
our  editors,  and  is;  willing  to  be  the  first  to  send  a  cheque  for 
$10  if  the  life  subscription  to  the  Journal  can  be  insured  without 
any  inconvenience  other  than  that  of  notifying  of  change  of  ad- 
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dress  from  time  to  time.  One  advantage  mentioned  in  connection 
with  some  such  plan  as  this  is  that  it  makes  it  possible  to  secure 
advertisements  that  will  pay  better.  If  we  can  assure  the  adver- 
tiser that  a  certain  definite  and  increasingly  large  number  of 
copies  are  going  throughout  the  country,  the  advertising  propo- 
sition can  be  made  much  more  interesting. 

Another  feature  of  the  discussion  that  will  interest  the  active 
members,  is  the  question  of  chapter  letters.  Suggestions  were 
made  for  getting  the  letters  in  on  time,  and  particularly  for  se- 
curing letters  written  in  better  English  style.  It  is  sad  but  true  that 
the  letters  received  from  colleges,  written  by  students  who  have 
but  two  or  three  years  more  of  school  life,  are  so  poorly  written 
and  the  words  are  so  frequently  mis-spelled  that  without  careful 
editing  they  would  be  a  disgrace  to  the  fraternity  publication. 
While  there  were  these  criticisms,  there  was  also  an  earnest  desire 
to  take  a  sympathetic  attitude  toward  these  letters.  It  was  the 
expressed  desire  of  the  editors  to  deal  with  the  question  in  such  a 
way  that  the  undergraduate  members  would  be  better  fitted  for 
business  or  professional  life  because  of  the  work  that  had  been 
required  of  them  in  connection  with  the  writing  of  the  chapter 
letters  from  time  to  time.  Several  of  the  editors  expressed  real 
pleasure  in  the  reading  of  these  chapter  letters,  because  they 
showed  so  well  the  viewpoint  of  our  under-graduate  brothers, 
and  enable  the  graduate  members  to  keep  in  sympathetic  touch 
with  the  ideals  of  each  succeeding  generation  of  college  students. 
In  the  conduct  of  fraternity  affairs,  the  active  members  need  the 
experience  and  sympathetic  advice  and  encouragement  of  the 
graduate  members,  and  the  graduate  members  need  the  freshness, 
enthusiasm  and  new^  viewpoint  of  the  active  members. 

Another  point  mentioned  by  one  of  the  editors,  which  com- 
mended itself  to  the  writer,  and  which  he  wishes  to  pass  on  to 
our  own  fraternity,  relates  to  the  question  of  crediting  exchange 
articles.  It  was  suggested  that  when  an  article  is  taken  in  part 
or  in  whole  from  an  exchange  magazine,  that  the  exchange  editor 
give  the  name  of  the  author  of  the  article,  as:  well  as  the  name  of 
the  journal  from  which  it  was  copied.  This  suggestion  was  made 
apparently  for  the  sake  of  entire  honesty  in  giving  credit  to  the 
writer  and  also  that  the  members  of  the  different  fraternities 
might  come  to  know  more  personally,  at  least,  through  their 
writings,  the  leaders  of  other  fraternities.  It  was  mentioned  that 
some  fraternities  send  copies  of  their  journals  to  the  presidents 
of  colleges  in  which  they  have  established  chapters.  It  seems  that 
such  a  plan  tends  to  win  the  confidence  of  the  heads  of  these  in- 
stitutions and  can  only  work  toward  a  better  understanding  be- 
tween fraternities  and  college  faculties. 
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One  note  that  was  struck  quite  frequently  by  the  speakers 
was  that  of  service.  It  was  surprising  to  the  writer  to  see  how 
large  a  place  this  ideal  occupied  the  minds  of  the  editors.  They 
were  doing  their  own  tasks  because  of  the  opportunity  that  it 
gave  them  to  serve  their  younger  brothers.  It  was  felt  that  the 
chapters  should  be  a  means  of  training  the  under-graduate  mem- 
bers in  the  spirit  of  service.  Some  went  so  far  as  to  say  that 
the  fraternity  should  undertake  some  certain  forms  of  social 
service  for  the  community.  This  did  not  meet  with  unanimous 
approval.  It  was  felt  that  the  desired  end  of  sending  forth  men 
who  were  filled  with  the  purpose  to  serve  their  fellow-men  and 
their  country,  would  be  better  achieved  by  cultivating  the  spirit 
of  service  within  the  chapter  and  the  college  associations. 

The  writer  felt  one  thing  very  keenly  as  he  listened  to  the 
discussions,  and  would  like  to  take  this  means  of  presenting  his 
feelings  to  the  fraternity,  and  to  the  editors  of  other  fraternities 
who  shall  read  this  account.  While  our  editors  are  heavily  bur- 
dened with  the  details  and  perennial  problems  of  fraternity  affairs, 
they  must  take  time  to  look  away  from  these  things  to  current 
tendencies  in  other  phases  of  life.  They  should  keep  in  touch 
with  the  current  educational,  scientific,  professional  and  religious 
tendencies,  in  such  a  way  that  they  shall  be  able  to  fall  in  line  with 
them  or  take  the  lead  in  them  as  the  case  may  demand.  In  this 
way,  fraternities  will  avoid  the  unpleasant  criticism  that  has  arisen 
in  the  past,  and  they  will  find  also  a  much  larger  sphere  of  influ- 
ence. It  will  be  found  too  that  this  sphere  of  influence  will  con- 
tinue to  grow.  The  writer  agrees  with  the  sentiment  expressed 
by  one  speaker  at  the  banquet,  that  our  college  fraternities  must 
be  more  democratic,  more  unselfish,  more  eflicient  in  the  building 
of  character  or  they  will  be  more  harshly  judged  in  the  future 
even  than  they  have  been  in  the  past. 

The  writer  was  somewhat  reluctant  to  take  time  from  his 
work  and  go  down  to  New  York  City  to  attend  the  Inter-fraternity 
Conference,  but  he  wishes  to  express  his  gratitude  to  those  who 
had  a  share  in  appointing  him  as  a  delegate  to  the  Conference, 
and  made  it  possible  for  him  to  attend.  The  Conference  was  a 
real  inspiration  after  years  of  separation  from  fraternity  life. 
He  hopes  that  this  account  will  bring  something  of  the  spirit  and 
inspiration  of  the  Conference  to  the  active  members  of  Sigma  Phi 
Epsilon  and  to  those  who  are  holding  offices  in  the  Grand  Chapter, 
but  were  unable  to  be  present  at  the  Conference  or  the  Editors' 
Banquet.  If  it  is  ever  your  privilege  to  be  appointed  a  delegate 
to  one  of  these  conferences,  do  not  fail  to  attend. 
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THE  IDEAL  FRATERNITY

I  realize  that  there  is  a  curious  similarity  between  a  wheel  and 
a  speech ;  namely,  the  longer  the  spoke  the  greater  the  tire.  This 
speech,  therefore,  will  be  rather  short.  There  is  another  reason. 
I  may  say,  why  I  should  cut  it  short,  and  that  is  the  difficulty  of 
the  subject.  I  have  long  searched  for  something  ideal,  but  have 
never  yet  seen  it.  I  thought,  for  instance,  that  I  had  found  an 
ideal  marriage  when  I  heard  that  the  grass  widow  had  married 
the  vegetarian;  but,  alas,  their  children  all  died  of  hay-fever! 
Instead,  therefore,  of  talking  of  the  ideal  fraternity,  allow  me  to 
discuss  the  easier  theme,  some  ideals  in  the  fraternity. 

What  is  the  reason  of  a  fraternity?  I  think  it  has  very  much 
the  same  origin  and  reason  as  the  Masons,  the  Odd  Fellows,  or 
any  other  lodge.  It  is  based  on  the  theory  of  brotherhood,  the 
greatest  thing  in  the  world.  Perhaps  some  of  you  younger  fel- 
lows are  in  that  peculiar  state  of  heart  and  mind  in  which  you 
think  that  the  greatest  thing  in  the  world  is  the  love  between  a 
man  and  a  woman.  Perhaps  so ;  but  I  am  often  tempted  to  be- 
lieve that  the  noblest,  most  unselfish  thing  in  this  universe  is  the 
bond  of  whole-hearted  affection  between  man  and  man.  Is  not 
this  the  reason  for  a  fraternity?  If  all  men  were  angels  there 
would  be  no  need  of  fraternities,  and,  alas,  if  all  girls  were  angels 
there  would  be  no  need  of  sororities.  If  we  were  all  angels  we 
would  treat  everybody  as  royally  as  possible ;  in  short,  everybody 
would  be  treated  like  a  brother.  But  the  best  that  man  has  so 
far  been  able  to  do  is  to  pick  out  a  little  group  and  say  to  himself 
and  to  them,  "Here,  we  will  treat  each  other  just  as  decently, 
just  as  kindly,  just  as  nobly  as  we  possibly  can." 

I  am  a  Mason.  I  do  not  know  the  origin  of  Masonry ;  but 
I  conceive  that  probably  in  the  dim  past  some  group  of  workers, 
unconsciously  congenial,  gradually  became  conscious  of  their  con- 
geniality and  then  swore  that  wherever  and  whenever  they  met 
again  they  would  treat  one  another  like  brothers.  Now,  that  is 
exactly  what  a  fraternity  is.  We  swear  to  treat  each  other  in  a 
brotherly  manner,  and  the  hope  and  intention  is  that  by  thus  prac- 
tising among  ourselves  we  shall  at  length  be  able  to  treat  all  men, 
the  whole  world,  like  brothers.  It  is  the  theory  of  the  family, 
where  the  child  practises  kindness  and  love,  and  then  gradually 
learns  to  widen  its  affections. 

Hence  the  ideal  fraternity  implies  several  things.  In  the  first 
place,  you  must  not  do  your  fraternity,  but  must  do  for  it.     No 
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good  brother  sponges  off  of  his  fraternity  or  his  fraternity  brother 
or  off  of  the  reflected  glory  of  either.  I  am  acquainted  with  one 
fraternity  chapter,  not  one  of  ours,  in  which  nearly  every  mem- 
ber has  ceased  to  buy  hats  and  neckties.  ''What's  the  use?"  said 
one  of  their  boys  to  me?  'T  can  always  use  somebody  else's,  and 
if  I  had  any  myself  I  should  never  get  to  use  them.'*  This  is  a 
poor  type  of  fraternity  spirit.  Brotherhood  and  love  are  like  an 
hour-glass;  each  can  flow  just  so  far  one  way  and  then  must 
flow  back,  or  stop.     Brotherhood  implies  reciprocity. 

In  the  second  place,  as  indicated  before,  no  one  slionld  expect 
to  draw  glory  from  his  fraternity,  hut  should  bring  glory  to  it. 
If  you  have  a  high-grade  man  in  your  fraternity  you  should  not 
expect  to  gain  your  own  glory  from  the  fact  that  you  belong  to  the 
same  fraternity.  On  the  other  hand,  however,  your  failure  is 
bound  to  reflect  on  your  organization.  Such  is  the  way  of  the 
world.  Everytime  a  fraternity  man  fails  in  a  class  or  on  the  field, 
therefore,  he  should  remember  that  he  has  brought  the  shadow  of 
disgrace  upon  all  his  fraternity  brothers,  and  should  be  so  eter- 
nally ashamed  of  himself  that  he  should  be  firmly  resolved  never 
to  do  it  again,  or  else  go  jump  in  the  river  and  thus  end  his 
selfish  self.  In  short,  a  fraternity  should  be  an  experiment  to- 
ward what  I  should  call  "superman-ism,"  each  urging  the  other 
to  higher  and  higher  goals.  Why  not  ?  We  claim  to  be  a  selected 
group.  Why  not  gain  this  or  that  honor  by  individual  merit  aided 
by  cooperation  ?  Not  by  politics.  We  should  be  united  in  taking 
the  fraternity  man  who  depends  on  politics,  by  the  nape  of  the 
neck  and  the  part  of  his  anatomy  he  sits  on,  and  throw  him  out. 
No  ;  gain  your  glory  as  a  fraternity  by  individual  merit  plus  co-op- 
eration, or  quit. 

Therefore,  pick  your  men  carefully.  Don't  choose  your  man 
just  because  he  is  a  good  fellow.  Good  for  zvJiatf  That  is  the 
important  question.  Yes,  the  ideal  fraternity  should  be  an  experi- 
ment in  superman-ism,  and  by  judicious  choice  in  the  brotherhood 
we  can  approach  this. 

In  the  third  place,  fraternity  snobbery  must  cease.  A  man 
zvho  is  really  better  than  other  people  never  lets  on  that  he  knozus 
it.  Don't  go  about  with  the  idea  that  since  you  are  a  fraternity 
man  you  are  far  better  than  the  rest  of  the  world.  People  of 
quality  never  put  their  quality  on  exhibition.  Hence,  don't  be 
afraid  to  invite  a  non- fraternity  man,  a  barbarian,  in  now  and 
then.  Indeed,  I  should  like  to  see  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  start  the 
custom  of  throwing  open  its  door  twice  a  year  to  invited  groups  of 
barbarians.  Snobbishness  is  today  the  bane  of  American  frater- 
nities. We  are  accused  of  being  undemocratic  and  un-American ; 
it  is  high  time  that  we  exhibit  a  little  more  open-mindedness,  a 
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little  more  hospitality,  a  little  more  general  brotherhood.  We 
are  on  trial  before  the  American  people ;  we  must  convince  the 
nation  that  we  are  democratic  and  American,  or  we  perish.  We 
mnst  convince  out-siders  that  we  are  only  a  brotherhood  of  con- 
genial natnres  striving  by  a  selective  process  and  co-operation  to 
lift  onrselves  into  a  broader,  happier,  and  nobler  form  of  exist- 
ence. We  have  a  few  secrets,  it  is  trne;  but  yon  and  I  know  that 
the  world  would  not  turn  upside  down  if  these  secrets  were 
divulged.  Yet  some  brothers  are  worshipping  the  secrets  instead 
of  the  ideals  back  of  the  secrets.  Why  have  a  secret  initiation 
at  all  ?  Simply  for  two  reasons :  first,  that  we  may  test  the  new 
brother's  trustworthiness.  Can  he  keep  the  faith?  Second,  that 
one  brother  may  recognize  another,  though  they  come  from  the 
ends  of  the  world,  and  that  each  may  know  that  one  will  treat 
the  other  like  a  brother,  though  they  be  strangers.  These  are 
the  reasons  for  our  secrets  and  rites,  and  no  sane  man  will  make 
them  an  excuse  or  a  foundation  for  being  a  snob. 

But.  my  friends,  to  sum  up,  then,  the  ideal  fraternity  is  an 
experiment  in  brotherhood,  a  society  in  which  the  member  learns 
how  to  treat  all  the  world  better.  The  ideal  fraternity  is  not  an 
organization  for  sponging  off  of  reflected  glory.  The  ideal  fra- 
ternity is  an  experiment  in  co-operation  and  superman-ism,  in 
which  a  small,  selected  group  resolve  to  rise  above  the  average  in 
all  things.  The  ideal  fraternity  is  intensely  democratic,  l^ecause 
it  recognizes  no  high,  no  low,  no  rich,  no  poor,  but  only  brother- 
hood and  mutual  aspiration  for  the  honor  of  all  in  the  organiza- 
tion. 

You  may  say  that  this  is  merely  ideal.  Well,  that  is  what 
you  asked  me  for.  But  I  say  that  if  we  do  not  soon  begin  to 
reach  toward  these  ideals  the  American  people  are  not  going  to 
stand  for  us.  I  trust  that  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  makes  known  not 
only  through  declarations,  but  through  its  daily  deeds  and  ulti- 
mate products  that  these  are  the  ideals  it  proposes  to  attain.

WESLEYAN'S  ELEVENTH  NATIONAL  FRATERNITY  IS 

INSTALLED  TODAY 


Sigma  Phi  Epsilon,  Wesleyan's  eleventh  national  fraternity 
is  being  installed  today  by  William  L.  Phillips,  Grand  Secretary 
of  Richmond,  Va.,  and  a  committee  of  the  grand  officers,  together 
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with  a  large  delegation  of  active  members,  at  the  chapter  house 
oil  Oak  Hill  avenue  of  the  organization  heretofore  known  as 
Kappa  Epsilon  Alpha.  The  initiation  and  installation  ceremonies 
began  early  Saturday  morning  and  will  continue  through  the  day, 
ending  in  a  banquet  at  the  Allen  Saturday  evening,  when  the  new 
Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  men  will  join  with  the  visiting  delegates  in 
celebration. 

The  entire  chapters  from  Ohio  State  and  Ohio  Northern  Uni- 
versities are  attending  the  installation,  and  there  are  present  dele- 
gates from  the  chapters  at  Syracuse  University  (N.  Y.),  Uni- 
versity of  Michigan,  Penn  State,  Purdue  and  others. 

Kappa  Epsilon  Alpha  was  foiuided  in  1913  with  the  inten- 
tion of  petitioning  the  national  fraternity.  After  more  than  a 
year's  investigation  of  the  local  chapter  including  visits  by  under- 
graduate members,  officials,  interviews  with  faculty  members,  and 
a  study  of  local  fraternity  conditions,  the  chapters  of  Sigma  Phi 
Epsilon  were  unanimously  in  favor  of  granting  the  local  fraternity 
a  charter.  The  men  composing  this,  fraternity  are  all  of  them 
prominent  around  college,  the  fraternity  having  representatives  in 
Athletics,  the  Glee  Club,  the  Student  Council,  Class  and  Study 
Body  offices.  Varsity  Debate,  Transcript  and  other  organiza- 
tions. 

The  new  fraternity  will  be  known  as  the  Ohio  Epsilon  Chap- 
ter of  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon,  and  will  be  the  fortieth  of  the  national 
fraternity.

The  Tau  Alpha  Fraternity,  which  was  absorbed  by  Sigma

BROTHERS  IN  THE  WAR 


We  herewith  present  to  the  fraternity  at  large  two  letters 
which  we  are  sure  will  be  of  interest  to  every  member  of  the 
Sigma  Phi  Epsilon. 

The  first  is  a  letter  to  Brother  W.  L.  Phillips,  our  Grand 
Secretary  and  is  from  Brother  Paul  Rockwell,  of  Virginia  Epsi- 
lon. This  letter  is  written  from  Paris.  The  second  letter  is 
from  Brother  Kiffin  Rockwell  also  of  Virginia  Epsilon.^  The 
thriUing  war  pictures  of  this  letter  makes  it  indeed  interesting. 

There  were  some  photographs  accompanying  these  letters 
but  they  were  received  at  such  a  late  date  that  it  was  impossible 
to  have  the  cuts  made — The  Editor. 


Paris,  France,  Jan.  4,  1916 
Dear  Brother  Phillips : 

The  first  news  I  have  had  of  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  in  about 
seventeen  months  was  a  copy  of  the  Journal  I  recieved  a  few  days 
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ago.  I  am  surely  pleased  to  see  the  continued  growth  of  the  dear 
old  fraternity,  and  judging  from  the  chapter  letters,  all  the  chap- 
ters are  in  first-class  shape.  I  hope  that  you  are  prospering  also, 
and  still  passing  on  the  good  word  to  the  boys. 

I  am  sending  you  a  copy  of  a  letter  Kiffin  wrote  me  last 
May,  which  may  be  of  interest  to  the  Journal.  It  has  been  pub- 
lished in  several  papers,  and  complimented  as  one  of  the  best 
genuine  war-letters.  Kiffin  was  transferred  from  the  Legion  to 
the  aviation  corps  early  in  September ;  he  has  done  good  work 
and  has  already  been  promoted  corporal.  At  present  he  is  part 
of  the  air-guard  of  Paris,  but  returns  to  the  front  next  week. 

Altho  still  nominally  a  French  soldier,  I  am  yet  on  the 
retired  list  because  I  am  not  entirely  well  of  injuries  sustained  in 
the  trenches.  I  am  writing  for  several  papers  and  magazines,  my 
signed  and  unsigned  articles  appearing  regularly  in  the  London 
and  Paris  Daily  Mail,  The  New  York  Sun,  New  York  Times, 
Chicago  Daily  News  and  others.  I  am  in  excellent  spirits  and 
health,  except  my  shoulder  pains  often  when  the  weather  is  damp. 
Kiffin  is  quite  well,  except  pains  in  the  leg,  where  the  muscles 
were  cut,  when  he  is  fatigued. 

Paris  is  quite  normal  now,  and  while  the  sadness  of  war 
overhangs  us  all,  I  find  life  on  this  side  very  agreeable,  I  hope  to 
return  to  America  for  a  visit  after  peace  is  signed,  and  to  pass  by 
Richmond  and  see  you. 

Kiffin  joins  me  in  good  wishes  for  1916,  and  fraternal  re- 
gards. He  is  just  in  from  the  aviation  camp,  and  is  reading 
"Trilby"  at  this  instant. 

I  inclose  a  dollar,  please  mail  me  a  copy  of  the  new  directory 
to  the  address  below.

P.  S.  The  stenographer  of  the  Chicago  Daily  News,  who 
made  the  enclosed  copy  of  Kiffin's  letter,  translated  some  of  his 
French  expressions.    I  have  changed  them  back  as  he  wrote  them. 


"Hopitel  Auxiliaire  No.  101. 
Rennes,  (I.  et  Y.) 

"Dear  Paul:  May  13,  1915 

"Well,  I  am  lying  between  two  nice  clean  sheets  now  for  the 
first  time  in  nearly  nine  months,  so  I  guess  you  know  how  good 
it  feels. 
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''We  went  to  the  trenches  on  the  fifth,  to  stay  forty-eight 
hours,  as  the  trenches  were  only  about  a  hundred  yards  apart 
and  there  was  nothing  to  do  but  stand  guard  and  work  digging 
tunnels  and  boyaux  towards  the  German  trenches.  When  our 
two  days  were  up,  instead  of  being  relieved,  we  were  told  that 
there  was  to  be  an  attack  all  along  the  Hue  the  coming  night  at 
midnight,  and  that  our  battalion  was  to  lead  our  regiment.  So 
all  that  day  everyone  was  busy  going  to  the  rear  for  cartridges, 
food,  etc.,  and  also  working  at  throwing  up  an  embankment  nearly 
up  to  the  barbed  wire  of  the  Bodies.  This  work  was  very  dan- 
gerous, as  it  was  done  under  rifle  fire  and  danger  from  bombs, 
but  we  were  protected  a  little  by  our  own  rifle  and  artillery  fire. 
I  spent  three  hours  at  it  and  didn't  like  it  a  bit. 

"We  got  everything  ready  and  at  eight  o'clock  settled  down 
to  wait  for  the  bombardment  which  was  to  precede  the  attack. 
But  it  didn't  begin.  At  ten  o'clock  we  were  told  that  the  attack 
had  been  postponed,  and  that  the  following  morning  at  ten  o'clock 
we  would  be  relieved.  So  we  went  out  to  our  temporary  trench 
and  spent  the  night  on  guard  in  it.  The  following  morning  we 
were  relieved  and  marched  twelve  kilometers  to  the  rear,  (four 
of  them  through  trenches). 

"That  night,  at  seven  o'clock,  I  lay  down  thinking  I  would 
get  a  good  night's  rest,  having  had  only  five  or  six  hours'  sleep 
in  the  last  three  days.  At  one  o'clock  in  the  morning  we  were 
awakened  and  told  to  make  our  sacs  at  once.  We  left  in  short  or- 
der, arriving  at  the  second  line  trenches  at  daylight,  where  we  took 
our  position.  In  a  few  minutes  it  began  to  sound  as  if  all  hell 
had  broke  loose,  when  our  artillery  all  along  the  line  opened 
up  on  the  Germans.  The  d —  bombardment  imaginable  was 
kept  up  until  ten  o'clock.  Along  the  whole  German  line  you 
could  see  nothing  but  smoke  and  flying  debris. 

"At  ten  o'clock  I  saw  the  finest  sight  I  have  ever  seen.  It 
was  men  from  the  First  Foreign  Legion  crawling  out  of  our 
trenches,  with  their  bayonets  glittering  against  the  sun  and  ad- 
vancing on  the  Boches.  There  was  not  a  sign  of  hesitation. 
Many  were  humming  the  Marseillaise  or  the  Legion's  marching 
song.  They  were  falling  fast,  but  as  fast  as  they  fell  it  seemed 
as  if  men  sprang  up  out  of  the  ground  to  take  their  place.  One 
second  it  looked  as  if  an  entire  section  had  fallen  by  one  sweep 
of  a  machine-gun. 

'Tn  a  few  minutes  a  second  line  of  men  crawled  out  of  our 
trenches,  and  at  seven  minutes  past  ten  our  captain  called 
"Fnavant !"  and  we  went  dashing  down  the  trenches  with  the 
German  artillery  giving  us  hell  as  we  went.  Just  as  we  reached 
the  first  line  trenches  a  shell  burst  near  the  captain  and  left  his 
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face  covered  with  blood.  He  brushed  his  hand  across  it  and  I 
heard  him  say  "Cochons!"  and  that  it  was  nothing.  Then  he 
called  for  everyone  out  of  the  trenches.  We  scrambled  out,  and 
from  then  on  it  was  nothing  but  a  steady  advance  under  rifle, 
machine-gun  and  artillery  lire.  We  certainly  had  the  Boches  on 
the  run,  but  at  the  same  time  they  were  pouring  the  lead  at  us. 
We  would  dash  forward  twenty-five  or  fifty  yards  and  then,  when 
the  fire  got  too  hot,  would  drop  to  the  ground  with  our  sacs  in 
front  of  us  and  lie  there  until  we  had  our  breath  and  the  bullets 
were  not  quite  so  thick.  Then  we  would  take  our  sacs  in  our 
hands  and  make  another  dash. 

'To  think  of  fear  or  the  horror  of  the  thing  was  impossible. 
All  I  could  think  of  was  what  a  wonderful  advance  it  was  and 
of  how  everyone  was  going  up  against  that  stream  of  lead  as  if 
they  loved  it. 

'T  kept  that  up  for  five  hours ;  by  then  we  had  advanced 
three  or  four  kilometers  but  were  badly  cut  up  and  also  mixed  up 
with  men  from  other  regiments,  mostly  Algerian  tirailleurs.  Most 
of  our  officers  had  fallen,  including  the  colonel  and  three  com- 
mandants. (I  understand  that  there  now  remain  only  four  offi- 
cers out  of  the  whole  regiment.)  The  last  time  I  saw  old  Didier 
he  was  brandishing  his  rifle  over  his  head  and  yelling  like  a  wild 
Indian  as  he  rushed  towards  the  Boches. 

"We  had  taken  most  of  a  village  (La  Targette),  and  were 
taking  the  rest  of  it.  My  outfit  was  a  little  to  the  left  and  we  were 
being  raked  by  fire  from  in  front  and  from  the  end  of  the  village 
still  held  by  the  Germans.  "Skipper,"  Pavelka  and  I  were  lying 
beside  the  sous-lieutenant,  when  a  messenger  came  and  told 
him  that  our  captain  and  lieutenant  had  both  fallen  and  that  he 
was  in  command  of  the  company. 

"For  the  last  half  hour  the  fire  had  been  so  heavy  that  we 
had  been  advancing  one  man  at  a  time  to  the  section.  The  sous- 
lieutenant  gave  the  direction  for  us  to  take,  and  told  us  to  follow 
him  one  at  a  time.  He  then  jumped  up  and  dashed  forward.  I 
turned  to  'Skipper'  and  told  him  we  might  as  well  get  it  over  at 
once,  so  I  started  with  'skipper'  behind  me.  I  went  about  twenty 
yards  when  a  bullet  caught  me  through  the  thigh  (the  fleshy  part, 
barely  grazing  the  bone).  I  continued  for  a  few  steps  and  then 
toppled  over.  "Skipper"  saw  me  drop,  and  dropped  also  in  order 
to  bandage  me  up,  if  necessary,  but  I  told  him  1  could  do  it  my- 
self and  for  him  to  go  ahead.  I  crawled  over  to  a  'marmite' 
hole  and  into  it.  There  I  examined  my  wound  and  bandaged 
it;  then  turned  my  attention  to  a  comrade  of  the  156th  regiment 
who  was  lying  there.  He  had  been  shot  through  both  hips  and 
afterwards  a  piece  of  shell  had  gone  through  his   stomach.      I

tried  to  bandage  him  up  but  he  was  dying  and  I  couldn't  do  him 
any  good.  He  wanted  water  but  I  hadn't  any  and  couldn't  get 
any  for  him.  i:    *-i  *t.^ 

"That  was  the  cry  going  up  everywhere — for  water.  I 
stayed  there  until  he  died.  The  hne  hadn't  advanced  any  more 
and  the  firing  was  terrific.  While  I  was  lying  there  three  shells 
exploded  within  ten  yards  of  me,  each  time  covering  me  with 
dirt.  The  last  one  landed  within  five  or  six  yards  of  me.  I 
would  hear  them  coming  and  would  say  to  myself  "Well,  it's 
over,"  and  shut  my  eyes.  Then  I  would  brush  the  dirt  ofT  and 
find  I  was  all  right. 

"Finally  I  crawled  out  and  up  to  the  line  where  the  men  were, 
but  they  told  me  to  crawl  to  the  rear.  I  knew  they  were  right 
so  I  started  snake  fashion  for  the  rear.  I  made  about  a  kilometer 
that  way,  to  a  haystack,  where  there  were  several  other  wounded. 
It  was  dark  then,  so  I  rested  for  a  while  and  put  my  bandage  on 
again,  as  it  had  come  ofT. 

"After  a  while  a  Red  Cross  man  came ;  he  told  us  that  there 
were  so  many  wounded  that  it  would  probably  be  the  following 
day  before  we  conld  get  transportation  to  the  rear.  So  I  found 
a  stick  and  managed  to  hobble  two  or  three  kilometers  to  a  farm 
where  there  were  a  large  number  of  wounded.  I  slept  there  that 
night  and  the  following  morning  continued  on  my  way.  Finally, 
by  walking  some  and  riding  a  little  I  got  my  evacuation  card  and 
at  midnight  was  able  to  get  on  a  train.  It  was  very  crowded 
and  by  the  following  day  my  leg  was  too  sore  for  me  to  move 
about  much. 

"About  midnight  we  passed  through  Paris  but  no  one  was 
allowed  to  get  ofT.  The  first  stop  this  side  of  Paris  I  was  taken 
off  and  asked  to  go  to  Paris.  The  major  told  me  he  would 
send  me  there,  but  there  was  so  much  confusion  I  guess  he  got 
mixed  up.  Anyway,  I  was  put  on  a  train  and  instead  of  going  to 
Paris,  arrived  here  last  night  and  was  brought  to  this  hospital 
this  morning. 

"This  is  a  better  hospital  than  the  average,  and  I  have  no 
kick  coming.  I  have  so  far  l^een  treated  royally  here  and  they 
have  every  convenience.  I  went  four  days  without  any  atten- 
tion to  my  wound  (there  were  so  many  more  badly  wounded  than 
I  that  I  didn't  have  the  heart  to  ask  for  attention),  and  it  is 
festered  a  little,  but  it  is  nothing  and  I  will  soon  be  all  right — 

"The  Legion  has  again  come  into  its  own.  and  we  can  be 
proud  to  have  belonged  to  it.

What  a  Fraternity  is  and  is  Not 

Most  of  the  evils  that  aris-e  from  fraternities  spring  from  a 
mistaken  notion  by  individual  members  of  what  fraternity  really 
is  and  means.  Effort  should  be  made  to  understand  thoroughly 
and  use  properly  fraternities  and  their  objects  before  eradicating 
them  by  prohibition.  Please  do  not  think  that  I  am  going  to  ser- 
monize in  my  remarks,  rather  am  I  going  to  try  to  convey  what 
fraternity  in  its  truest  form  is  not,  and  is. 

It  is  not  a  license.  It  does  not  give  you  the  privilege  of  ex- 
travagance, intemperance,  lewd  conduct  or  lax  methods  of  liv- 
ing. Membership  in  one  is  not  an  excuse  for  things  that  are  not 
countenanced  in  a  society  of  high  standards.  The  precepts  of 
any  college  fraternity  are  all  against  such  a  thought.  It  is  not 
a  protection,  in  the  sence  that  you  can  do  wrong  with  impunity. 
The  fraternity  will  not  protect  you  from  the  consequences  of  your 
own  evi!  conduct,  nor  shield  you  from  public  ill  favor.  A  fra- 
terniry  requires  just  the  reverse  of  that  idea,  for  it  requires  pro- 
tection from  you. 

Neither  is  it  one  of  those  oriental  vehicles — a  sedan  chair  in 
which  you  can  lay  back  in  comfort  and  be  carried  out  into  pleasant 
places,  over  smooth  roads,  free  from  personal  effort.  Your  broth- 
ers are  not  your  coolies,  nor  your  guides,  nor  your  protectors. 
You  all  are  members  of  one  family  of  equals,  where  each  must 
play  his  part  and  carve  his  own  niche  where  the  love  of  his  fel- 
lows can  come  and  abide.  The  college  fraternity  is  an  institution 
designed  primarily  for  good  fellowship  among  young  men.  A 
means  of  gathering  congenial  spirits  into  closer  bonds  and  de- 
veloping men   of  character  and  force. — JRecord  of  2    A  E. 
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Delta  Tail   Delta  wants  us  to  use  a   few   aggressive  plays. 

You're  right,  Delta  Tau,  we've  played  the  defensive  game  long 

enough. 

Every  college  is  anxious  enough  to  hold  the  interest  of  its 
alumni  and  to  secure  their  financial  and  other  assistance,  but 
mighty  few  of  them  give  fraternities  any  credit  for  being  the 
greatest  factor  of  aU  in  securing  these  results.  An  alumnus  with 
a  chapter-house  home  has  something  to  bring  back  to  his  college 
and  his  continued  interest  in  his  chapter  will  link  to  it  an  in- 
terest in  the  college  as  well.  A  chapter  keeps  in  constant  touch 
with  its  alumni  and  supplies  them  with  frequent  information 
that  naturally  includes  more  news  of  the  college  than  the  college 
itself  can  supply.  A  college  is  proud  of  an  alumnus  who  makes  a 
distinguished  success  in  life  and  gladly  accepts  the  glory  his  suc- 
cess reflect  on  it — but  how  often  do  they  give  his  fraternity  credit 
for  the  large  share  it  has  had  in  his  achievement?  In  most  cases 
we  would  find  that  the  fraternity 's  share  is  much  the  greater, 
both  on  account  of  the  undergraduate  training  and  preparation 
it  gave  the  man  and  because  in  the  real  world  of  life  he  had  the 
help,  inspiration  and  encouragement  of  his  fraternity  brothers. 

Fraternities  have  cleaned  up  their  houses,  elevated  their  stand- 
ards above  those  enforced  by  the  colleges,  corrected  former  short- 
comings and  striven  in  every  way  to  co-operate  with  college  au- 
thorities in  all  measures  of  benefit  to  the  undergraduate.  Many 
of  them  have  through  their  national  governing  bodies  an  effi- 
ciency of  organization,  financial  management  and  discipline  of 
members  that  puts  the  average  college  to  shame.  They  assume 
responsibility  for  their  members  that  the  college  dodges,  supply 
advantages  that  the  college  cannot  and  render  help,  supervision 
and  encouragement  that  the  college  ignores.  Has  not  the  time 
come  for  fraternities  to  stop  cringing,  point  to  their  records  and 
demand  from  public  and  college  "a  square  deal?" — The  Fain- 
hoiv  of  Delta  Tau  Delta. 


The  following  editorial  is  unusual  in  that  it  admits  the  selfish- 
ness of  fraternities.     Its  truth  is  self-evident. 

Any  one  with  half  an  eye  is  cognizant  of  the  enormous  growth 
of  the  fraternity,  filling  every  crack  and  crevice  of  scholastic 
life.  Honestly,  don't  we  nowadays  look  askance  at  the  man  who 
is  not  a  Greek?  But  they  say,  "Beggars  mounted  run  their 
horses  to  death. ' '  We  are  afraid  that  this  wild  fire  of  enthusiasm 
for  fraternities  for  everybody  and  everybody  for  fraternities 
when  it  has  burned  out  will  leave  very  little  of  the  old-time  sys- 
tem. 
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The  statement  is  not  too  sweeping  to  postulate  that  every 
organization  falls  into  one  of  two  classes,  as  its  motive  is  one 
of  service  for  self  or  of  service  for  others.  Now  the  ideal  of  the 
fraternity  is  purely  selfish.  We  originated  from  ourselves  and 
for  ourselves.  With  the  rise  of  the  colleges  and  the  massing  of 
young  men  together  certain  ideals,  certain  conceptions  of  fellow- 
ship, certain  rewards  of  personality  and  virtue  began  to  clamor 
for  recognition  and  received  their  crystallization  in  the  extrava- 
gant mysticism  and  the  solemn  seriousness  of  the  fraternity 
esprit  de  corps.  A  Strang  wedlock  was  thus  effected  between 
the  imagination  of  youth  and  the  realism  of  manhood.  Out  of 
this  amalgamation  was  woven  the  true  garment  of  fraternity 
spirit.  Mind  you,  it  was  the  conception  of  the  youthful  mind, 
a  conception  only  to  be  worked  out  among  academic  shades.  It 
came  with  no  mission  of  good  will  to  men.  It  came  to  satisfy 
the  poetry  of  youth.  It  came  as  the  goal  to  which  the  clean, 
manly,  and  virtuous  could  aspire.  It  was  not  food  for  the  hun- 
gry lioi  2Jolloiy  but  the  nectar  cup  for  those  whom  the  gods  had 
favored.  It  had  no  vision  of  democracy  or  philanthropy  in  its 
periscope,  but  arose  as  a  coterie  of  the  select.  Its  every  letter 
selfishness. 

We  sometimes  wonder  how  far  we  have  drifted  from  this 
ancient  concejition  in  these  latter  days.  We  wonder  if  those  who 
hold  with  us  the  selfish  mission  of  the  fraternity  are  not  reck- 
oned snobs  and  prigs  by  their  friends.  We  wonder  if  the  present 
madness  for  numbers — numbers  of  kinds  of  fraternities,  numbers 
of  chapters,  numbers  of  men  in  chapters — is  not  a  reaction 
against  the  so-called  snobbishness  of  the  early  and  true  conception. 
Snobbishness  may  creep  in  here,  as  everywhere,  but  it  is  no  more 
an  essential  characteristic  of  fraternity  men  than  it  is  of  the 
wearers  of  the  Iron  Cross  or  of  the  Carnegie  medal. 

It  would  be  well  for  the  fraternity  if  we  could  abolish  high- 
school  and  professional  fraternities,  and  limit  the  honorary.  Our 
blood  would  run  purer  if  we  could  cut  our  numbers  in  half, 
stop  our  maddening  expansion,  and  take  cognizance  of  who  we 
are  and  why  we  are.  We  don't  need  to  extend  the  activities  of 
the  fraternity.  We  need  to  limit  them  and  to  get  back  some  of 
that  old-time  and  salutary  mysticism  and  seriousness  of  the 
past.- — Shield  and  Diamond  o/  IT  K  A. 


The  Greek  press  produces  so  limited  a  quantity  of  verse  and 
so  little  that  is  of  more  than  mediocre  quality  that  we  were  es-

' '  Fraternities  at  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  are  estab- 
lished institutions  for  moral  and  scholastic  betterment  and  hence- 
forth every  student  is  advised  to  afiiliate  himself  with  some 
one  of  the  thirty-two  general  and  academic  chapters, ' '  said  Prq- 
vost  Smith  in  an  address  to  the  freshmen. 
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"Join  a  fraternity  now  if  you  can,"  the  provost  urged,  ''and 
if  you  do  not  see  your  way  clear  to  join  now  do  it  next  year,  and 
if  not  next  year  then  the  year  after  that.  But  I  do  want  you  boys 
to  join  a  fraternity." 

Provost  Smith  told  how  he  himself  had  been  benefited  by  a 
fraternity. 

''Vice-Provost  Penniman  too  has  benefit  by  fraternity  mem- 
bership," he  added.  "I  induced  him  to  join." — N.  Y.  Evening 
Sun,  February  9,  1915. 

It  is  expecting  too  much  to  hope  for  a  national  ruling  on  the 
question  "Shall  a  Chapter  affiliate?"  It  is  probable  indeed  that 
such  a  ruling  would  do  more  harm  than  good.  The  subject  is  one 
which  affects  each  Chapter  very  closely,  and  which  each  must  settle 
for  itself. 

From  the  point  of  view  of  the  national  Fraternity  affiliation  is 
a  distinct  advantage.  It  guarantees  that  a  man  will  remain  ac- 
tive while  in  college,  and  it  makes  a  better  alumnus  of  him. 

From  the  point  of  view  of  the  Chapter,  affiliation  is  not 
always  an  advantage.  While  theoretically  one  Chapter  is  as 
good  as  another,  practically  there  are  differences  in  scholarship, 
in  social  standing,  in  expenses,  and  in  ideals.  To  make  it  com- 
pulsory for  a  Chapter  to  affiliate  an  undergraduate  from  another 
Chapter  would  thus,  as  a  practical  matter,  often  lead  to  difficulty. 
The  same  considerations  apply  to  the  man  himself. 

The  course  to  be  followed  by  a  Chapter  would  seem  to  be 
this:  When  a  man  has  been  initiated  by  another  Chapter,  the 
presumption  is  that  he  is  fit  for  membership  in  any  other  Chap- 
ter of  Delta  Upsilon,  and  he  should  always  be  invited  to  affiliate 
unless  his  record  or  conduct  are  such  as  to  overthrow  this  presump- 
tion. 

The  course  to  be  followed  by  the  undergraduate  should  be  sim- 
ilar: The  presumption  is  that  one  Chapter  of  Delta  Upsilon  is  as 
as  good  as  every  other,  and  he  should  always  accept  an  invitation 
to  affiliate,  unless  the  Chapter's  record  or  conduct  are  such  as  to 
overthrow  this  presumption. — Delta  Upsilon  Quarterly. 


We  agree  with  the  "Caduceiis"  of  Kappa  Sigma  as  it  ex- 
presses itself  in  the  following  editorial.  Professional  societies  are 
ever  coming  into  rivalry  with  the  social  orders.  %  T  (Engineer- 
ing) is  said  to  have  withdrawn  from  Iowa  because  of  its  desire 
to  keep  its  professional  standards  above  social  planes.  Either  the 
social  standards  snfifer  or  the  professional  standards  give  way. 
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To  illustrate:  A  X  O,  originally  a  musical  sorority,  at  its  last 
convention  did  away  with  the  musical  requirement.  Undoubtedly 
this  was  the  result  of  her  competition  with  orders  of  different 
standard. 

Once  more  a  copy  of  the  Quill,  the  organ  of  the  Sigma  Delta 
Chi  newspaper  fraternity,  has  been  sent  us,  in  which  the  recent 
editorial  of  ours  regarding  dual  memberships  was  commented 
on  and  copied.  The  statement  is  made  that  "The  Cadueeus" 
evidently  misapprehended  the  editorial  upon  which  we  originally 
commented  in  which  it  was  urged  that  dual  memberships  be  for- 
bidden, and  that  the  prohibition  was  only  meant  to  refer  to  a 
rival  organization  supposedly  for  advertising  men.  Perhaps  it 
is  true  that  we  did  not  understand  this  one  point.  But  is  it  out 
of  the  question  for  members  of  a  class  fraternity  to  feel  that 
they  are  entitled  to  all  the  loyalty  a  member  may  feel  to  their 
organization  to  the  exclusion  of  all  others,  and  yet  deny  that 
there  is  merit  in  the  claim  that  when  a  man  gives  his  loyalty  to 
a  fraternity  he  should  remain  true  to  the  fraternity,  and  not  divide 
his  love  and  fealty  around  among  half  a  dozen  or  more?  Men 
very  often  entirely  forget  the  first  fraternity  in  their  zeal  for 
the  second.  This  is  especially  true  of  professional  fraternities. 
It  is  also  true  that  these  fraternities  are  steadily  coming  into 
rivalry  with  the  ' '  social ' '  fraternities,  and  in  places  men  are 
called  upon  by  their  environment  to  choose  between  the  social  and 
the  professional  fraternity.  Personally  the  editor  does  not  care 
much  for  the  fellow  who  gives  his  loyalty  and  service  to  some 
other  fraternity  after  having  pledged  his  fealty  to  Kappa  Sigma. 
It  would  be  better  that  he  first  resign  from  our  fraternity  and 
then  go  without  reserve.  When  the  professional  grows  strong 
enough  to  walk  alone  they  will  themselves  demand  that  dual  mem- 
berships shall  cease,  just  as  did  Delta  Chi.  History  will  repeat 
itself.

Wanted — A  Square  Deal 

In  recent  years  fraternities  have  been  put  on  the  defensive 
and  they  have  been  so  busy  combating  prejudice,  unfairness,  in- 
justice, misrepresentation  and  misunderstanding  that  they  have 
almost  lost  sight  of  their  rights.  We  must  admit  at  the  start  that 
our  very  existence  depends  on  the  college — the  home  of  our  chapters 
and  our  field  for  new  recruits.  But  through  supineness  or  blind- 
ness our  colleges  have  for  a  half  century  shirked  a  large  part  of 
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their  obligations  to  their  students.  By  a  natural  law  that  a 
vacuum  be  filled,  fraternities  have  entered  these  neglected  fields — 
and  as  a  reward  they  find  themselves  forced  to  fight  for  their 
very  right  to  existence. 

While  the  injustice  may  rankle,  we  should  not  blame  college 
authorities  too  much.  For  the  last  ten  years  our  colleges  have 
been  subjected  to  their  share  of  the  generally  popular  muck-raking. 
They  could  not  meet  the  well-founded  charges  of  poor  business 
management,  antiquated  methods  and,  judgment  by  any  factory 
standard,  waste  and  ludicrous  results  in  finished  product  com- 
pared with  the  raw  material.  The  criticism  got  under  the  skin 
of  even  a  college  professor.  But  instead  of  really  seeking  to 
get  at  the  basic  faults  and  short-comings  of  our  colleges  the  au- 
thorities gathered  their  academic  robes  about  their  shins,  shud- 
dered at  such  ' '  profane ' '  criticism  and  fell  upon  the  nearest  vic- 
tim to  cloud  the  issue  and  conceal  their  own  incompetency.  Be- 
cause the  most  alive  and  really  beneficial  factor  in  our  college  life 
is  the  fraternities  they  were  selected  as  the  goats;  and  we  are  all 
today  suffering  for  sins  that  never  were  (and  some  that  no  longer 
are)  ours,  and  are  forced  into  the  role  of  the  sacrificial  animal 
we  have  just  mentioned. — Bainbow  of  A  T  A  quoted  in  the  A  V 
Qua7'te7-ly. 


When  is  a  chapter  weak?  What  constitutes  a  weak  chapter? 
It  is  wholly  possible  for  a  chapter  to  have  a  large  membership, 
to  have  captains,  managers  and  prize  winners  on  its  rolls,  to  have 
an  expensive  house  and  many  distinguished  graduates,  and  yet 
be  a  weak  chapter.  On  the  other  hand,  it  is  possible  for  a  chap- 
ter to  have  a  small  membership,  no  undergraduate  leaders,  an  in- 
expensive house  and  no  famous  alumni;  and  yet  be  a  strong  chap- 
ter. For  the  strength  of  a  fraternity  group  lies  most  of  all  in  the 
spirit  of  brotherhood  that  prevails  among  its  members.  Where 
there  is  the  fellowship)  of  loyal  hearts  and  kindred  interests  there  is 
the  only  kind  of  strength  that  makes  fraternity  life  worth  while, 
where  there  is  dissension  snobbishness,  uncharitableness,  nagging, 
uncongenial  tastes  or  the  display  of  any  unbrotherly  qualities 
there  is  the  weakness  that  makes  any  chapter  an  injury  to  its  col- 
lege, and  a  reproach  to  its  fraternity. — A  K  E  Quarterly. 

When  any  chapter  officer  finds  himself  too  busy  to  give  the 
proper  attention  to  the  duties  of  his  office  he  should  either  secure 
an  assistant  or  resign  from  office. — ^  T  A.

We  give  below  the  opinion  of  four  fraternity  editors  on  the 
matter  of  ''rough-house"  initiation.  In  our  opinion  they  all  strike 
the  right  key : 

The  most  regrettable  feature  of  fraternity  initiations  in  the 
past  has  been  the  inability  of  the  presiding  officer  to  control  what 
is  commonly  called  "horse  play."  This  part  of  the  initiation, 
on  nearly  all  occasions,  seems  to  be  introduced  by  either  the  visit- 
ing brethren  who  take  a  special  delight  in  telling  ' '  how  they  do 

it  at  Chapter ' ',  or,  the  alumni  explaining  the  initiation 

as  it  was  conducted  when  they  "were  taken  in". 

Nearly  all  of  the  fraternities  have  encountered  this  same  diffi- 
culty and  have  dealt  with  it  in  various  ways;  some  have  amended 
their  Constitution  and  By-Laws,  prohibiting  ' '  rough-house ' ',  others 
with  district  supervisors,  require  that  each  chapter  conduct  a 
special  initiation  for  his  criticism  and  suggestion,  and  thereby 
eliminate  all  undesirable  portions. 

Our  ritual  is  clear  and  concise,  and  when  properly  put  on  is 
most  impressive.  The  examination  of  visiting  brothers,  from  eleven 
chapters,  has  produced  conclusive  evidence  that  there  has  been 
something  to  detract  from  the  impressiveness  of  the  ceremony. 
You  and  your  chapter  brothers  know  just  what  this  something 
is.  Let 's  call  it  ' '  horse  play ' '  and  read  again  our  Constitu- 
tion and  By-laws,  Article  II,  Section  12  in  particular. — Acacia 
Journal. 


Our  chapters  have  many  problems  to  face.  Of  the  perplexing 
matters  that  demand  their  attention  perhaps  none  is  so  general 
as  that  touching  the  retention  of  alumni  interest.  Just  how  to 
hold  this  interest  has  long  been  he  cause  of  much  anxiety.  We 
speak  of  ' '  holding ' '  the  interest,  but  who  can  vouch  for  the  fact 
that  much  interest  ever  existed  in  the  minds  and  hearts  of  the 
lukewarm  alumnus'?  The  active,  enthusiastic  undergraduate  of- 
tener  than  otherwise  develops  into  an  alumnus  of  like  character- 
istics. Which  is  another  way  of  saying  we  wager  the  assertion 
that  as  undergraduates  of  any  fraternal  order  the  percentage  of 
members  who  demonstrate  remarkable  fraternity  zeal  is  inconceiv- 
ably small.  In  every  chapter  there  is  and  always  will  be  a  portion 
of  the  membership  that  exercises  a  consciousness  of  responsibility 
to  the  national  body  and  an  unflagging  zeal  for  the  advancement 
of  the  order.  But  why  is  this  element  so  small?  Why  do  not  more 
initiates  develop  into  virile  fraternity  workers?  Of  course  no 
man  can  give  all  the  reasons,  but  we  feel  that  much  of  this  lack 
of  veneration  for  the  tenets  of  every  fraternity  is  traceable  to  the 
early  impressions  of  the  initiate.     The  night  of  his  initiation  marks 
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his  first  conception  of  the  order.  The  curtain  screening  fraternity 
workings  from  the  outside  world  is  that  night  lifted  and  the 
new  brother  peeps  in.  To  his  untutored  eyes  the  sights  are  novel. 
But  are  they  not  more  than  simply  new?  "Yes,"  you  answer, 
'  *  they  should  be  so  impressive  that  future  ages  will  ever  find  them 
indelible. ' '  And  Pi  Kappa  Alpha  boasts  an  initiatory  ceremony 
that,  if  properly  conducted,  will  stand  this  test.  Yet  her  im- 
pressive ritual  can  be  robbed  of  all  its  pronounced  beauty  by  im- 
proper handling.  Is  such  ever  the  case?  We  are  afraid  to  allow 
ourselves  to  make  reply — the  answer  is  too  well  known. — 11  K  A 
Shield  and  Diamond. 


To  close  the  subject,  here  is  a  definition  clipped  from  the  "Phi 
Gamma  Delta,"  which  puts  it  all  in  one  sentence  easily  remem- 
bered : 

' '  Eough-house"  initiations  are  defined  by  one  fraternity  as 
' '  anything  bordering  on  physical  violence,  offense  to  dignity  or  de- 
cency, or  any  public  exercises  calculated  to  make  the  candidate 
ridiculous. ' ' 

The  latter  part  is  almost  superfluous  as  any  public  exercise  that 
would  make  the  candidate  ridiculous  would  be  an  offense  to  dignity. 
We  would  like  to  see  incorporated  in  the  rules  of  every  chapter  of 
every  fraternity  a  law  against  anything  covered  by  that  definition 
being  done  before,  at  or  after  an  initiation.  The  spirit  of  brother- 
hood in  the  chapter  would  be  improved  immediately.  We  have 
known  of  men  so  chagrined  at  their  treatment  in  ' '  rough-house ' ' 
initiations  that  they  never  recovered  the  feeling  of  affection  with 
which  they  had  looked  forward  to  membership  in  their  chosen 
fraternity,  and  often  these  were  the  ones  who  would  have  made 
strong  and  active  fraternity  workers.  It  is  human  nature  to  go 
to  far,  when  in  a  crowd,  and  horse-play  generally  degenerates  into 
a  degree  of  brutality.     Safety  first!     Gut  it  out! — A  V  Quarterly.

Pledging  Rules  Adopted  at  Baker  University. 
The  new  rule  has  been  expected  for  some  few  weeks.  Dr. 
Mason  in  making  this  decision  had  consulted  with  the  faculty,  also 
representatives  from  each  of  the  fraternities  and  sororities,  and 
their  resident  alumni.  It  is  definitely  understood  that  these  new 
rules  became  operative  Wednesday,  March  10th.  Below  we  give 
the  new  regulations  governing  Greek-letter  societies: 


COLLEGIATE  AND  HELLENIC 143 

1. — Pledging  may  occur  at  the  convenience  of  fraternities  and 
sororities. 

2. — A  pledged  member  may  move  to  a  fraternity  or  sorority 
house  at  the  beginning  of  any  semester  after  he  has  been  for  one 
semester  enrolled  as  a  college  student. 

3. — A  freshman  may  be  initiated  into  a  fraternity  or  sorority 
at  any  time  during  the  student's  second  semester,  when  the  or- 
ganization is  satisfied  that  the  pledge  meets  adequate  scholastic 
requirements.  Students  classified  above  freshmen  may  be  initiated 
at  the  convenience  of  the  fraternity  or  sorority  interested. 

4. — Pledging  and  initiation  shall  be  had  without  special  cere- 
monies and  without  reference  to  a  particular  date. 

5. — The  fraternities  and  sororities  are  to  co-operate  among 
themselves  and  with  college  authorities  in  so  arranging  their  re- 
unions as  to  bring  back  for  commencement  week  as  many  as  pos- 
sible of  their  alumni  and  former  students. 

6. — Each  fraternity  and  sorority  shall  select  a  committee  of  two 
members  from  their  local  alumni  or  former  students  resident  in 
Baldwin.  This  committee  shall  act  as  advisers  to  the  chapter  and 
shall  serve  as  counsellor  to  college  authorities  in  matters  directly 
related  to  fraternities  and  sororities. — Baker  Orange,  February  27, 
1915. 


Scholarship  Statistics 

What  a  university  can  do  in  co-operation  with  fraternities  to 
improve  the  scholarship  of  its  students  is  admirably  shown  by  the 
report  of  the  scholarship  statistics  compiled  by  the  faculty  com- 
mittee of  the  University  of  Missouri  for  the  first  semester  1914- 
1915. 

This  progressive  university  has  established  a  very  ingenious 
method  of  comparing  the  grades  of  its  students,  one  which  appears 
to  reduce  to  mathematical  exactness,  as  nearly  as  it  is  possible  for 
this  to  be  done,  the  scholastic  work  of  the  several  groups  of  stu- 
dents represented  in  the  institution. 

It  is  indeed  gratifying  to  fraternity  men  to  find  that  while 
the  grade  hours  of  all  men  in  the  university  are  recorded  for  the 
last  semester  as  95.1  per  cent,  the  grade  hours  for  social  fraterni- 
ties are  found  to  be  97.3  per  cent.  One-half  of  the  fraternities 
represented  at  Missouri  have  for  the  last  semester  made  a  grade 
which  is  well  above  that  of  non-fraternity  men,  excluding  fresh- 
men. 

A  comparative  table  of  statistics  for  the  last  six  semesters 
shows  that  in  every  single  instance  fraternities  at  Missouri  have 
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made  a  decided  improvement  in  their  scholastic  standing  relative 
to  the  non-fraternity  men  students  in  that  institution.  This  im- 
provement has  been  such,  that  while  the  average  for  the  fraterni- 
ties for  the  semester  ending  February,  1912,  was  7.7  points  it  has 
now  been  so  improved  that  the  average  for  the  fraternities  in 
February  is  only  2.5  points.  This  represents  an  improvement  in 
fraternity  grades  relative  to  non-fraternity  grades  of  over  300  per 
cent  in  three  years! 

The  University  of  Missouri  has  approached  the  question  of  the 
scholarship  of  its  students  in  a  most  intelligent  way,  and  by  publi- 
cation of  comparative  statistics  of  the  student  groups  in  its  midst, 
together  with  well-chosen  faculty  regulations,  a  decided  improve- 
ment in  the  accomplishment  of  its  student  body  has  been  wrought 
within  a  relatively  short  period.  The  officers  of  the  university  have 
made  use  of  the  fraternity  groups  for  this  purpose  of  comparison 
and  it  is  a  pleasure  for  fraternity  men  to  recognize  that  their  co- 
operation with  the  university  authorities  has  brought  about  so  sat- 
isfactory a  result.  Fraternities  will  welcome  an  extension  to  other 
institutions  of  the  admirable  co-operative  methods  in  use  at  the 
University  of  Missouri. — Cadaceus  o/  K  2. 


Not  SO  unique  when  one  recalls  that  Texas  is  so  big  its  hard 
to  get  out  of  it. 

The  alumni  roll  of  Texas  Alpha  is  in  several  respects  unique. 
All  but  five  of  those  initiated  by  her  are  now  living  in  Texas. 
Only  one  member  has  been  lost  by  death.  And  an  examination 
of  the  ninety-one  alumni  who  are  in  business  life  shows  that  there 
are  twenty.-three  lawyers,  five  engineers,  five  bank  cashiers,  five 
newspaper  men,  five  stockmen,  three  insurance  agents,  four  physi- 
cians three  teachers,  two  army  officers,  one  druggist,  one  minister, 
and  thirty-four  who  may  be  classed  as  "miscellaneous."  All  our 
alumni  are  still  young,  very  few  being  over  thirty.  For  this  rea- 
son our  roll  boasts  of  no  names  that  are  widely  known;  but  locally 
Texas  Alpha  men  are  prominent.  It  will  be  strange  if  many  of 
them  are  not  heard  from  before  our  second  decade  has  passed. — 
Shield  0/  4>  K  ^.

Ordinarily  we  do  not  devote  space  in  this  department  to  the 
private  differences  or  misunderstandings  between  other  fraterni- 
ties unless  such  news  has  a  legitimate  interest  for  the  whole  frater- 
nity system.  But  in  the  January  number  we  reproduced  a  state- 
ment from   the  governing  body   of   the  Kappa   Alpha   Society   in 
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regard  to  their  chartering  of  a  former  chajiter  of  Sigma  Pi  at 
the  University  of  Pennsylvania  in  order  to  remove  any  wrong  im- 
pression that  might  have  been  caused  by  our  quoting  in  a  former 
number  a  news  item  from  the  Beta  Theta  Pi.  To  be  fair  to  all 
concerned  we  feel  compelled  to  reproduce  the  following  essential 
paragraphs  from  a  statement  by  Sigma  Pi: 

Sigma  Pi  Fraternity  has  never  authorized  or  sanctioned  the 
statement  that  Kappa  Alpha,  (N),  "lifted"  our  former  Delta 
Chapter. 

There  is  not  the  slightest  ill  will  in  our  Fraternity  toward 
Kappa  Alpha,  (N),  nor  have  we  at  any  time  tried  to  create  the 
impression  that  we  thought  Kappa  Alpha  guilty  of  any  mis-conduct 
in  taking  over  our  former  chapter. 

Our  former  Delta  Chapter  was  indefinitely  suspended  in 
May,  1912.  Orders  were  issued  by  our  Executive  Council  under 
date  of  May  27,  1912,  that  no  further  communication  with  Delta 
Chapter  would  be  permitted. 

The  Convocation  of  Sigma  Pi,  held  at  Columbus,  Ohio,  June 
14-15,  1912,  heartily  indorsed  the  action  of  the  Executive  Coun- 
cil in  suspending  Delta  Chapter. 


The  following  items  are  from  the  chapter  correspondence  of 
the  Beta  Theta  Pi. 

Nehrasl'a — The  Interfraternity  Council  has  proposed  a  plan 
to  raise  the  scholastic  standing  among  the  fraternities.  At  their 
suggestion  each  chapter  gives  $3  per  month  to  defray  the  ex- 
penses of  a  secretary,  who  is  elected  by  this  board,  and  whose  duty 
is  to  compile  fraternity  scholastic  grades.  These  reports  are 
sent  to  the  fraternities  at  re^ilar  intervals  and  show  the  individual 
standing  of  the  member  at  that  time. 

Missouri — The  Pan-Hellenic  Council  of  the  University  of  Mis- 
souri has  under  consideration,  two  measures.  The  first  is  a  rule 
to  prohibit  the  pledging  of  men  before  their  matriculation  in  the 
university. 

The  second  proposition  is  aimed  against  the  ' '  lifting ' '  of 
pledges.  No  man,  who  having  been  pledged  to  one  fraternity 
and  having  broken  his  pledge,  can  be  pledged  to  another  frater- 
nity within  a  year  of  the  time  he  broke  his  pledge  unless  the 
first  fraternity  consents.  We  are  opposing  this  second  proposi- 
tion on  the  ground  that  it  is  unfair  to  a  freshman  who  pledges 
hastily  and  wishes  to  reconsider.  Under  the  present  system  of 
rushing  at  the  University  of  Missouri,  many  fraternities  bring 
great  pressure  to  bear  to  make  freshmen  pledge  as  soon  as  they 
arrive  in  town.  We  hold  that  such  freshmen  should  have  the 
privilege  of  reconsidering  until  initiated.

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At  an  informal  gathering  recently  held  in  Chicago  a  medical 
pan-hellenic  was  formed.  The  following  fraternities  were  repre- 
sented:  Alpha  Kappa  Kappa,  Alpha  Mu  Pi  Omega,  Nu  Sigma 
Nu,  Phi  Alpha  Gamma,  Phi  Alpha  Sigma,  Alpha  Phi  Sigma, 
Kappa  Psi,  Phi  Beta  Pi,  and  Phi  Rho  Sigma.  The  Phi  Chi  Quar- 
terly makes  the  following  statement : 

At  this  informal  gathering,  many  subjects  of  common  in- 
terest to  all  medical  fraternities  were  presented  and  discussed. 
The  most  important  may  be  mentioned : 

1.  The  relation  of  medical  fraternities  to  collegiate  frater- 
nities in  the  matter  of  pledging  members  in  universities  where  the 
school  of  medicine  is  closely  associated  with  the  undergraduate 
college,  with  the  idea  in  mind  of  reaching  an  understanding  as  to 
a  uniform  method  of  procedure  by  all  medical  fraternities. 

2.  The  formulation  of  some  uniform  policy  of  "rushing" 
(gaining  new  members)  among  medical  fraternities. 

3.  The  interchange  of  ideas  and  methods  of  fraternity  man- 
agement and  chapter  regulation  by  which  the  efficiency  of  each 
individual  organization  may  be  increased. 

4.  The  support  by  the  medical  fraternities  of  the  movement 
promoted  by  the  Greek  Conference. 

5.  The  desirability  of  establishing  an  organization  which 
shall  have  power  to  deal  with  matters  involving  differences  of 
opinion  between  chapters  of  two  fraternities  or  between  fraterni- 
ties constituting  such  organization,  with  the  sole  purpose  of  at- 
taining unity  of  action  and  thereby  increasing  the  efficiency  of 
each  fraternity.  Such  organization  also  to  have  the  power, 
through  its  officers,  to  confer  with  the  Interfraternity  Confer- 
ence on  matters  of  common  interest  to  the  fraternities  of  both 
bodies,  especially  as  mentioned  in  paragraph  1. 

The  question  of  the  advisability  of  forming  a  permanent  or- 
ganization, which  shall  deal  with  questions  such  as  the  above  and 
which  shall  subserve  the  common  interests  of  all  medical  fra- 
ternities, is  respectfully  referred  to  the  executive  bodies  of  all 
known  medical  fraternities,  and  each  fraternity  is  requested  to 
take  this  matter  under  consideration.

Brother  "Stu"  Cooper  who  is  Assistant  Manager  of  the  Var- 
sity track  team.  Intercollegiate  Champions,  was  recently  elected 
to  Aleph  Samach,  the  Junior  Honorary  Society.  "Bud"  Ryerson 
has  been  appointed  Chairman  of  the  Sophomore  Pipe  Committee. 
The  house  bowling  team  which  last  year  won  the  Interfra- 
ternity  Championship  is  again  leading  the  league  of  twenty  fra- 
ternities with  three  games  won  and  none  lost.  Prospects  for 
another  silver  trophy  for  our  library  are  bright.
